The most of 
them raised breeds, bit they continued 
to be much tamer than the native quail, 
and as a consequence were nearly all shot 
the first season, some of them before the 
law was up, by outside parties, no atten- 
tion being pwid to the fact that the land 
was posted. 

From my observation I would say peas 
constitute good food for quail. Patches 
of peas and buckwheat should be sown in 
sheltered places on the grounds where 
birds are turned out. When these aro 
fairly started it is a good plan to scatter 
light branches and bramble over them, so 
as to furnish shelter from hawks while 
the birds are feeding. Thick patches of 
bramble furnish the best shelter. 

Tbere should be turned out as early as 
possible an equal number of cocks and 
hens. It is said that unmated cocks break 
up the nests and destroy the cggs of the 
mates they could not win. 

The birds should not be on hand long 
enough to become familiar with man and 
so become tame and dependent. If they 
become so—and they can be mado as 
chickens—some method should be used to 
make them wild beforc they are shot ut.— 
Forest and Stream. |

Governor Foraker, having been 
interviewed with regard to the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Thurman, among other 
things, he said, when asked if Mr. T.

Tue managers of the candidates for 
the Presidential nomination at the Re- 
publican National Convention are evi- 
dently fighting for time.

‘hailing distance of the coveted prize. | 
The adjournment taken until 7 o’clock 
is evidently for the purpose of gaining 
time for caucusing, and this evening 


the nomination will, in all probabilty, 
be made.

This is the way a Democratic paper of 
New York is struck by it: ‘‘It is the 
Quaker-hanging spirit of Puritanism 
and the stake-burning spirit of the 
Inguisition revived in a new form.

DuBLIN, June 22.—Freeman's Jour- 
anl to-day publishes an interview 
with Archbishop Walsh regarding the 
papal rescript. The Archbishop said 
he bad not consulted with the Bishops 
and could therefore say nothing as to 
the manncr in which tbe rescript 
would be enforced. He strongly in- 
sisted that whatever influences had 
‘been brought to bear upon the Pope 
they had not had the slightest eff-ct 
upon his view of Ir.sh affairs. The 
disquieting conclusions were drawn 
from the fact tbat the rescript was first 
published in the Unionist organs, 
which were entirely erroneous, 

The Pope has graciously accorded 
him the amplest opportunity to state 
his views, and the result was that his 
Holiness was in full possession of the 
Irish Nationalist programme, Noth- 
ing was further from the Pope’s 
thonghtathanto putany obstacle in 
the way of the success of the Nation- 
alist,~cause, On the contrary it was 
the Pope’s firm conviction that the re- 
script, by condemning those points of 
practical working which evoked 
hostile criticism, would be of the most 
decided assistance in the advancement 
of the programme. 

On the general situation the Arch- 
bishop spoke most hopefully. He said 
the Irish cause was winning all along 
the line. 


A Mexican Jail Full of Murderers 

NoGALEs, A. T., June 22.—The State 
Military Court is now in session at 
Guaymas with an unusually large 
docket. The Guaymas jail is full of 
murderers and others liable to pay the 
penalty of their misdeeds by death. 
Two have already been shot, both be- 
ing prisoners from Nogales, Sonora. 


' One was a man who sho a Frenchman 


for the purpose of robbery a short 
‘time ago, and the other wasa former 
Nogales policeman, charged with pass- 
ing counterfeit money. Both men 
were sentenced toaterm inthe Mexi- 
ean army. The guards started with 
the prisoners to the Yaqui river, but 
returned and reported that the prison- 
ers had attempred to escape and were 
killed. This is usually the method of 
getting rid of criminals whose crimes 
hardly warrant the death sentencsa. 
There are about fifte n other murder- 
ers to be tried this term of court.

aot eel and paralyzes ind and enter-

That the present financial system of the 
United States, which increases or a- 
ishes the circulating medium at the pleasure 
of the manipulators of the national banks, 
without regard to the increase of a ype 
or the wants of the e, and which 
recognizes gold alone as the standard of 
value, and places in the hands of the Treas- 
ury Department all the revenue of the 
Government to speculate with in bends and 
loan to the national banks without interest, 
is subsersive of the rights of the people, o 
pressive, unjust and should be repudiated. 

That a financial policy whereby both gold 
and silv rshall form the basis of «ircula- 
tion, whether the money used by the peers 
be coin, or coin certificates eemable im 
coin, or both, as convenience may require, 
is imperatively demanded. 

That the attempt to substitute national 
bank notes, costing the Government mil- 
lions of dollars annually, for free silver, 
costing nothing, is an outrage up: the 
reople; that the money ring or trust, whick 
has usurped the sovereign power of the Gov- 
ernment to issue money, and which has 
fraudulently demonetized silver and seized 
the revenues of the Government for private 
speculation, shocks the moral sense of the 
people and destroys respect for gove nment 
and law. We demand that ths ring or 
trust be destroyed, and equal rights be re- 
stored to all the people. 

We charge that President Cleveland is the 
willing tool or agent of a powe money 
ring, which fattens on the subsidies of the 
Government, makes war on silver, issues 
its paper currency at the expense of the 
Government, borrows the revenues raised 
byt xation and uses th: m without the pay- 
ment of interest, contracts the cur: ency 
enhance the value of bonds, and enriches 
usurers, while it depresses the price ef 
labor and perty. 

That we favor the nomination of no man 
for President who is personally interested 
in national banks or the bonded indebted- 
ness of the United States, but we demand a 
cancidate who is free to do justice to all the 
people of the country—the pooras well as 


he rich. 

That the trick of the President and his 
advisers by which they prevented a vote in 
the Houseof Kepresentatives on the 
silver amendment to the Bond Purchase 
bill, equals the villainy of the secret and 
fraudulent demonetization of silver in 1873.

The Soil ef Alkali Lake Being 
Utilized —The Largest Brick

Withiu fourteen miles of Reno 
there is situated the largest briek 
yard in the world, and is owned 
and operated by E. H. Talbot, an 
old and well-known citizen of sage- 
land. Whin the GAZETTE des'g- 
nates it as the largest brick yard iu 
the world it does so after a personal 
visit by a representative of the 

GAZETTE. It covers siz hundred 


acres, every foot of which has been 
tested and found ad mirably adapted 
for :be making of brick. It is tbe 
now “dried up’ vasin of a lake 
known as Alkali lake. The name, 
however, is a misnomer, as the 
lake is said to not contain a single 
ounce of alkali. Two presses and 
a force of seven men are now e'n- 
ployed in welding the clay into 
brick shape, and in a few days the 
first burning will be made.
